With  Mrs.  Newsome  and  Mrs.  Stevens  guiding  us, 
we  made  more  money  than  any  other  class  before  us.

It  didn't  take  us  long  to  begin  talking  about  a  senior  play,  and  we  finally  decided  on  giving  a  three-act  comedy 
called  "Quit  Your  Kidding." 

At  Christmas  our  gradeparents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roy  Harris  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Odell  Lankford,  gave  us  a  party  which 
was  enjoyed  by  all. 

Since  the  seniors  were  set  on  having  an  annual,  Mr.  Felts  gave  us  permission  to  have  one  this  year.  We  dedicated 
our  annual,   "The  King  Eagle,  "  to  the  seniors'  parents  for  their  unselfishness  and  hard  work.
